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Recently,  the  topic  of  "good  music"  has  been  a  much  discussed  issue  in  the  Bay 
Area.  Not  long  ago  KNBC-FM  made  a  significant  change  in  its  program  policy  by>  depart- 
ing from  KNBC  simulcast  and  featuring  "good  music"  in  the  evening.  For  years  KRE 
(and  KRE-FM)  has  been  presenting  an  extended  evening  concert  of  "good  music".  While 
things  looked  bad  for  San  Francisco's  "good  music"  station  REAR  a  few  weeks  ago, 
REAR  (and  KXKX)  is  back  on  the  air  with  .  .  .  "good  music".  Filially,  KPFA  recently 
conducted  a  2-week  experiment  featuring  a  weekday  six-hour  concert  of  —  naturally, 
"good  music".  In  view  of  all  these  developments,  we  have  asked  Alan  Rich,  Musical 
Director  of  KPFA,  to  express  his  views  on  "good  music". 

It  is  as  difficult  to  avoid  hearing  music  today  as  it  was  to  hear  it  fifty  years  ago. 
The  development  of  the  means  for  disseminating  sound  waves  has  as  one  of  its  results 
the  fact  that  music  has  become  a  kind  of  motive  power  for  our  daily  movements  .  .  . 
as  we  ride,  walk,  shop,  or  work.  One  of  the  healthier  aspects  of  this  enormous  accessibility 
to  music  has  been  the  growth  throughout  the  country  of  radio  stations  dedicated  en- 
tirely or  in  large  part  to  the  presentation  of  .  .  .  not  merely  music  .  .  .  but  good  music. 

The  term,  however,  is  dangerous.  Certainly  no  composer  ever  addressed  himself 
consciously  to  the  task  of  writing  a  bad  piece;  all  music  is  good,  at  least  in  the  ears  of 
its  creator.  How  can  it  be,  therefore,  that  a  "good  music  station"  can  assume  for  itself 
the  power  to  decide  what  is  truly  good?  It  can  be  guided,  to  be  sure,  by  the  verdicts  ot 
history,  but  even  then  there  are  criteria  other  than  intrinsic  quality  which  bear  on  the 
survival  or  downfall  of  an  art  work:  changing  mediums  of  performance,  religious  and 
political  upheavals,  attitudes  of  certain  schools  of  performers,  are  often  at  variance  with 
a  whole  kind  of  music,  and  may  cause  a  temporary  suppression  of  much  that  is  good. 
In  our  own  day,  for  example,  men  like  Sibelius  have  had  their  waves  and  ebbs  of  popu- 
larity. Can  we  say  today  that  we  were  wrong  twenty  years  ago  in  thinking  Sibelius  a 
great  composer? 

The  presentation  of  good  music  on  the  air  must  be  governed  by  the  broadest  pos- 
sible interpretation  of  "good".  The  term  is  not  synonymous  with  "safe*'  or  "popular"; 
goodness,  in  music  as  in  people,  often  reveals  itself  only  on  long  acquaintance.  If  good

The  listener  must 
be  able  to  decide  for  himself  what  is  good  according  to  his  own  values,  and  must  therefore 
have  access  to  all  that  is  available,  rather  than  to  a  pre-selected  core.  He  must,  in  short,  be 
given  the  works.

While 
the  July  experiment  generated  considerable  interest  among  new  subscribers  to  KPFA,  the 
results  did  not  justify  continuing  a  full-time  daily  schedule  as  yet.  KPFA  hopes  to  repeat  the 
day-time  concert  experiment  late  in  August  in  an  effort  to  make  full-time  operation  a  perma- 
nent KPFA  service.
